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AGRICULTURE AND GROWTH OF 
OF THE NATION 


The backbone of a nation is its 
agriculture. This is the basic indus- 
try upon which nations must build if 
they exist. This is true, because 
without well-developed agricultural 
interests, no nation can be self-sus- 
taining and a self-sustaining nation, 
like a self-sustaining individual, is 
the only kind which can eurvive the 
acid test of adversity. 

History conclusively proves this. 
The strictly commercial powers have 
passed from existence, such as Phoe- 
nicia and Venice. Those which build- 
ed well and wisely upon their agricul- 
ture waxed strong and were a power 
in world affairs, so long as they gave 
agriculture the emphasis it should 
have. The moment these nations,— 
such as Greece, Rome, Spain,—began 
to neglect agriculture and develop 
their commerce in the illusion that 
thereby they would become a greater 
world power, that moment their de- 
cline began, 

Rule Without 

There is no exception to thie rule. 
ingland furnishes the latest and most 
conclusive evidence of this. For al- 
most a century, England lived in the 
belief that if it developed industrially 
and commercially; it could maintain 
its position as a world power. Con- 
tent with this belief, the British Em- 
pie formulated its economic policies 
affecting England and the United 
Kingdom. These policies built up 
her industry and commerce at the 
expense of agriculture because she 
believed it were better economically 
to devote capital and man power to 
manufacturing and commerce than 
to devote it to agriculture, 

England’s free trade policies in- 
vited the importation, in large quan- 
tities, of foodstuffs with which to 
feed her teeming millions. She ex- 
pected to pay for this imported food 
by selling her manufactured goods to 
the nations and the people who sold 
her food. As a result of this policy, 
the amount of tilled land in England 
steadily decreased for half a century. 
In 1914, there were four million less 
acres of land under cultivation in 
the United Kingdom than in 1870. In 
1914, Great Britain was importing 
294 pounds of wheat per capita as 
against 138 pounds of wheat per 
capita in 1870. In 1914, the United 
Kingdom had less land per capita 
under cultivation than any other Eu- 
ropean county, not even excepting 
France, 


Exception 





The Test of War 
This shows the result of England’s 
policy of neglecting agriculture in 
order that she might devote more f 


her man power; money, energy and 
time to the development of manu- 
facturing and commerce. England 


had concluded that she could prove 
the exception to all history and had 
about convinced other nations of the 


world of the correctness of her con- 


clusion. Then came the great war 
and, with it, the test of England’s 
strength. It did not take long for 
the British Empire to realize that 
the weakest link in her cham was 
agriculture. It was demonstrated 
that England’ s destiny depended 
upon her ability to make herself self- 
sustaining or ,at least, to increase her 
domestic production of foodstuffs to 
the highest possible point. 

To appreciate fully why this was 
necessary, one must go back a mo- 
ment, Ingland’s policy of developing 
commercially naturally developed her 
maritime faci.ities. England’s pohey 
of neglecting agriculture and relying 
upon imports of food naturally made 
her more aaa more dependent upon 
her maritime favilities. At first, she 
extended her taritime traasportation 
faciilties, purely in the 
her expanding foreign

cause of the law of self-preservation 
which compelled her to protect her 
food supplies. 
Realization of a Fallacy 

The war awakened her to a realiza 
tion of her economic A na- 
tion, like an army, travels on its

Rents which farm tenants had to pay 
were restricted, Land owners were 
brought under government supervi- 
sion and were compelled to put un- 
der cultivation whatever proportion 
of their land the government ordered. 
Immense estates which never had 
been under cultivation,—being used 
by the nobility as hunting preserves, 
—were plowed up and sown in grain. 
The government purchased ana dis- 
tributed farm implements, supplies 
and fertilizers. The government im- 
ported, in one year, 9000 farm trac- 
tors which it distributed among ag- 
ricultural districts and so supervised

community property. As a result of 
this policy, the’ amount of cultivated 
land in one year increased over two 
million acres and the production of 
food stuffs per acre was appreciably 
increased. 
In Other Countries 

What went on in England during 
the war also went on in every Eu- 
ropean country, with the result that 
at the close of the war, agriculture 
was being given attention through- 
out western Hurope that !t was never 
given before in all the centuries or 
history. The signing of the armistice 
did not bring a relaxation of energy 


in this direction in any European 
country. There were two reasons 
for this. First: the war had taught 


every country the necessity of being 
self-sustaining. Second: the war left 
every European country and Eng- 
land, as well, so impoverished and 
the rate of exchange so _ heavily 
against them that it was impossible 
for them to import food in anything 
thing like pre-war quantities, The 
physical difficulties of ocean trans- 
portation which had kept food im- 
ports to the minimum during the 
war no longer existed, but in their 
place, are the financial difficulties of 
paying for the food importations. 

Consequently, England, France, Ger- 
many, Italy and other European 
countries are today “speeding up” 
their agricultural activities quite as 
much as they did during the war. 
In most of these countries the major 
part of war regulations regarding ag- 
ricultural production are still in 
force and effect. In England, the 
government still dictates to the land 
owner how much land he must cul- 
tivate, what crops he shall raise and 
if he refuses, it can commandeer the 
land. Price guarantees are still in 
effect and the government is lending 
every possible financial and moral 
aid to promote agricultural proeuc- 
tion and to induce the population to 
return to the 6oil. 

For Agricultural Researcn 

As an example, the current budget 
of the British ministry appropriated 
five million dollars to be devoted spe- 
cifically to agricaltural researcn work, 
This in addition to other agricul- 
tural appropriations contained in the 
Onglish budget. France, with a popu- 
lation of only 4),000,000, the northern 
portion of the nation devastated, by 
far the greater part of its industries 
in ruins and 4,000,000 of its man- 
hood slain or hopelessly incapacitat, 
ed and burdened with a_ gigantic 
debt, has set aside for the present 
year $29,000,000 to be devoted to the 
development of agriculture. This is 
only $10,000,000 less than the sum 
appropriated by Congress for our De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

In brief, while England and all 
nations of western Europe are de- 
voting more and more of their 
thought, energy and finances to the 
development of their agricultural re- 
sources and production, the United 
States is giving apparently less 
thought and certainly, in proportion 
to other propositions, less money .o 
the development of its agriculture. 
It is a fact that out of every $100 
which Congress has appropriated for 
public purposes only cne-third of one 
per cent goes to the support and de- 
velopment of agriculture. In other 
words, although agriculture is ad- 
mitted to be the basie industry, the 
nation has so far forgotten that 
“Food will win the war’ that of its 
public appropriations, it gives agri- 
culture only 30 cents out of every 
$100. In doing so, it justifies its 
action by the same fallacious argu- 
ment that England used for nearly 
a century, namely: that a nation’s 
greatness is to be found in the de- 
velopment of its industry and its 
commerce, whereas the development 


of industry and agriculture should 
go hand in hand.
